Thjs.is consider- 
ably less than it costs him to seine for them. 
' , The NICC is fully aw,qre that there are, and will be, 
honest differences of opinion'and for this reason is press- 
ing the Conservation Department to make a thorough 
survey of- the' Chain Of Lakes to determine hoy many of 
what species offish there are and how fast.they are grow- 
ing.

This event is 
sponsored by the Division Of 
Community Services of the 
Illinois Youth Commission
